. WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—As the White 
House clocks were striking 10, Presi- 
dent Taft today signed the proclamation 
admitting Arizona to the Union. He 
used a gold pen which is to be given 
to Postmaster-General Hitchcock. 

In signing the proclamation, President 
Taft added the forty-eighth star to the 
flag and brought within the sisterhood 
of states the last bit of territory, except 
the District of Columbia, within the 
confines of Continental United States.

The arrests were made by Deputy 
United States Marshal Oscar Knehans, 
aided by Special Agent D. CC. Betjeman 
of the Bureau of Investigation of the 
Department of Justice, and Cit¥ Detec- 
tives McCarthy and Kaiser. 

Betjeman has had the two labor lead- 
ers under close surveillance for several 
weeks. He received a telegram Tues- 
day instructing him to make the arrests 
early Wednesday. 

Joined by Other Detectives. 

Betjeman had Deputy Marshal Kne- 
hans meet him at the Blue Grass Ho- 
tel at5 a.m. They drove in an automo- 
bile to Jefferson avenue and North 
Market sireet, where Detectives Me. 
Carthy and Kaiser were waiting for 
them. 

The marshals and detectives went di- 
rect to Barry's home at 2620 Elliot ave- 
nue.

KANK M. RYAN, indicted chief of the Structural Iron Workers, 

is 57 vears old and is a native of Providence, R. I. 
He has been an iron worker for more than thirty- 
eight years, his first work at that trade having been done on the Eads 
Prior to that time he had been an apprenticed 


An out-of-the-ordinary habit of Ryan is said to be responsible for 
the existence of considerable damaging evidence against him. 
YAN is known to be a man who does not dictate letters to ste- 
R nographers, but prefers to sit down with a pencil and write 
them out, giving them later to stenographers to be typewritten. 
It is said in the files of J. J. MeNamara were found many of these orig- 
inal letters in Ryan’s handwriting, the letters Ryan wrote having been 
carefully filed away as a part of the correspondence of the union. 
His salary is believed to be $6000.a year.

Protests His Innocence. 
Morrin protested his innocence to the 
marshals. His wife, wh® was in bed, 
hearc the conversation. She called to 
h'm to know if he had to go with the 
marshals. He said he did. Detective 
McCarthy waited with Barry in the au- 
tomobile while Morrin was oeing ar- 
rested. 

With the two prisoners in the automo- 
rile, the marshals and detectives drove 
to the Federal Building. 

Arrest Not Unexpected. 

On the way Deputy Marshal Kne- 
hans took the prisoners to a restaurant 
near Seventh and Olive streets for 
breakfast, Knehans said to Barry: “I 
guess you expected this.”’ 

“Well,” replied Barry, ‘I can’t say I 
expected it, but it was not entirely un- 
expected.”’ 

While waiting for a bondsman Morrin 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was greatly surprised at his arrest. 

“T have not had time to read the 200- 
page indictment against me,”’ said Mor- 
rin. “As soon as I can find time to 
read it and know what the charges are I 
shall have a statement to make.” 
Barry and Morrin notified their fam- 
ilies to communicate immediately with 
Charles J. Lammert, president of the 
Building Trades Council. Lammert ar- 
rived at the Federal Building shortly 
after 9 a. m. He went with them into 
a private room for a consultation. 
Morrin and Barry later, while still pris- 
oners, gave out the following statement, 
which they both signed: 

“The indictments and arrests came as 
a big surprise to us, as they had not 
been expected or looked for. 

“We wish to deny gny knowledge of 
the conspiracy to violate the law as 
charged in the indictments and feel con- 
fident of being vindicated by the court 
in a fair and impartial! trial. 

“We do not believe in violence and 
have never advised the use of dynamite 
and violence in any industrial conflict 
or dispute. 

Amount of Bonds Fixed. 

“It appears to us to be a general move 
on the part of the Erectors’ Associa- 
tion to disrupt our iaternational asso- 
ciation and harrasi the loca! organiza- 
tions in’ defending their members 
against groundless charges.”’ 

Soon after the statement was issued 
Samuel Epstein, a liquor dealer, and 
Charles F. Geraghty, an undertaker, ap- 
peared at the Federal building to qual- 
ify as bondsmen for the accused labor 
leaders. Barry's bond was fixed at $10,- 
by United States Commissioner 
Mitchel, and Morrin’s at $5000, 

Morrin gave bond shortly before noon 
with Geraghty and Epstein as sureties. 
He was released, to appear before the 
Federal Court at Indianapolis March 12.

AS TO WHEREABOUTS OF 
SNYDER JULY 30, 1898 


HERE was the late R. M. 
W Snyder, July 30, 1898, and on 
the days immediately follow- 

ing? 

Three conflicting answers have 
been given to this question, all of 
them under oath. 

John B. Swinney, ranchman and 
ex-convict, has testified that he, 

Snyder and George A. Kimmel ac- 
companied J. A. Johnson on a jour- 
ney from Kansas City to Coos Bay, 

Ore., leaving Kansas City July 30, 
1898, the date of Kimmel’s disap- 
pearance. He says the party re- 
mained together until after the mur- 
der of Kimmel by Johnson and the 
killing of Johnson by Swinney near 
Marshfield, Ore., Aug. 14. 

The Kimmel claimant has sworn 
in a deposition that he met Snyder 
and two other men in Kansas City, 
July 30, 1898, that Snyder gave him 
“a glass of something,’’ which made 
him dizzy; and that the three men 
took him to St. Louis, made him a 
prisoner and, when he escaped, 
Waylaid him and terribly beat him, 
causing the physical sufferings 
Which led to his mental disorders 
and his lapse into criminality. 

A former clerk in the Waldorf-

sition that Snyder was at the hotel 
on the day in question. R. M. Sny- 
der Jr. stands ready to testify to 
the same thing. 

How the defense, which relies on 
the testimony of the claimant, can 
use both the claimant's testimony 
and that of the hotel clerk and the 
younger Snyder on this point of 
time, has not been made clear.

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Wood for a statement he said he was 
not well enough informed himself about 
the condition of Fisher’s business af- 
fairs. He said several attorneys repre- 
senting clients of the firm had been to 
see him about the matter, and that their 
information was as uncertain as his 
own. He expected to have soon the list 
demanded earlier in the day and then 
would Know better where things stand. 

There really are two entities in the 
firm’s business, he explained. One of 
them is known as Fisher & Co., which 
consisted only of Fisher himself, and 
the other as the Fisher & Co. Reai 
Estate Co., a corporation in which the 
stock virtually was centrelled by Fisher 

W. B. Thompson, an attorney in the 
Merchants-Laclede Building, it is said, 
is one of the lawyers who has called 
on the administrator and his attorney 
for an understanding. Thompson, it is 
understood, represents about 18 clients 
of the Iisher Co. 

‘Tt is true that I represent some per- 
sons who have had dealings with the 
Fisher company,’ Thompson said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘But I am not 
prepared at present to discuss the mat- 
ter.

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DR. BOYD, ACCUSER 


F MAYOR, CALLED 
BY GRAND JURORS 


Charge That Bridge Approach 
Speculation ‘‘Leads to Mayor’s 
House” to Be Sifted. 





REPORTER ALSO CALLED 


Criticism Contained in Account 
of Meeting by the People’s 
League. 





Circuit Attorney Jones Wednesday 
afternoon summoned the Rev. Dr. W. 
W. Boyd and Hugh Moore, reporter 
on a morning newspaper, to appear 
before the grand jury. The purpose 
of the summons was to question the 
minister about a remark which, in 
a report written by Moore, he was 
quoted ag having made at a meeting 
of the People’s League Monday night. 

Dr. Boyd was quoted as saying: “I 
see by the press that Mayor Kreis- 
mann declared there had been too 
much speculation in connection with 
the selection of an East Side approach 
to the free bridge. The only land spec- 
ulation I have been able to find by 
my investigation leads directly to 
the Mayor’s own house.” 

Jones told qa Post-Dispatch report- 
er he had no idea what was meant by 
“the Mayor's house,’ but that he in- 
tended to find out, as the remark 
lcoked to him like a charge of official 
misconduct on someone’s part. 

Will Take Lawyer Along. 

When informed that he was to be 
summoned as a grand jury witness, Dr. 
Boyd said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I want to have a thorough under- 
standing of what this move means be 
fore I make a statement. Witnesses are 
called before grand juries and sworn 
not to divulge anything that is said 
there. Then officers of the grand jury 
go forth and say the witness has not 
told the truth. It is likely I shall take 
my attorney with me if I go before the 
grand jury.” 

Dr... Boyd has long been active in 
politics in St. Louis. Three months ago 
he was summoned before the grand jury 
to explain a statement he was alleged 
to have made before the City Club that 
he knew of cases where men who gave 
none of their time to the city had been 
carried on the municipal pay roll, At 
the Circuit Attorney’s office it was said 
that when questioned by the grand jury 
he said he had been misquoted. 

In 1902, when pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church, Dr. Boyd got [into a 
political controversy with Harry R 
Hawes, then the Democratic leader in 
St. Louis. Hawes’ supporters issued cir- 
culars charging that Dr. Boyd,. 20 years 
before, had been guilty of plagiarism. 


Scorns Plagiarism Charge. 
It was alleged that a Garfield me 


morial address delivered by Dr. Boyd 
in 1881 contained ‘‘deadly parallels’’ wi h 
passages in Everett’s speech on Daniel 
Webster 22 years before. Dr. Boyd re- 
fuses to dignify the allegation with a 
dental. 

Dr. Boyd in. 1904 in sermons delivered 
at the Second Baptist Church made a. 
marks which were construed as reflec- 
tions on Joseph W. Folk and criticisms 
of Folk’s activity as Circuit Attorney in 
prosecuting boodlers. Folk was a mem- 
ber of the congregation and had a 
strong following in the church. Not 
long afterwards Dr. Boyd resigned as 
pastor of the Second Baptist Church 
and the pulpit was temporarily filled by 
Folk’s brother, who was called from 
Tennessee by the congregation. 

After a tour of the world, Dr. soyd, 
in 1906, Wrots a remarkable article for 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine, in 
which he alleged that many churches 
were dominated by Wall street. and 
that “‘the system” actually had sermons 
written for subsidized ministers.

10,000 UNDERWOODS 


The Western Union Telegraph Co. has 
purchased 10,000 typewriters from the 
Underwood Typewriter Co., and within 
a year all telegrams, cablegrams, night 
and day letters of the Western Union 
will be typewritten on this machine. 
This is the largest single order for type- 
writers ever given. The machines are 
to be delivered from Hartford, Conn., 
the home of the Underwood, to the va- 
rious telegraph offices, to the extent of 
1000 each month. The machine to be fur- 
nished is the regular Underwood, but 
each will be marked on its frame with 
the name ‘‘Western Union Special.’ The 
purchase of typewriting machines in 
large numbers is along a line adopted 
by large mercantile concerns in the, last 
year. These concerns bought them for 
bookkeeping purposes. With the grow- 
ing popularity of typewriters, handwrit- 
ing, in a measure, has become extinct in 
many business houses.

Rockefeller Interests After Offi- 
cial Heads of H. Clay Pierce 
and His Son. 








VENGEANCE IS SOUGHT 





Standard Crowd Said to Be Eager 
to Punish St. Louisans for 
Old Feud. 





If the Rockefeller interests, which own 
60 per cent of the stock of the Waters 
Pierce Oi] Co., decides to take contro] 
of the corporation at the annual stock- 
holders meeting Thursday, it is expected 
by local stockholders that H. Clay 
Pierce will be ousted as chairman of the 


Board of Directors of the company, and 
his son, Clay Arthur Pierce, will be re- 
moved as president. 

The activity of the Rockefeller inter- 
ests in obtaining proxies of shareholders 
has led the Waters Pierce interests in 
St. Louis to fear that the Pierces are to 
be removed from control of the corpora- 
tion. There has been a feud between H. 
Clay Pierce and, Rockefeller and his as- 
sociates for years. 

The dissolution of the standard Oil 
Co., under decree of the United States 
Supreme Court, resulted in the distribu- 
tion of the 60 per cent of the Waters 
Pierce stock among 6000 shareholders of 
Standard Oil. Rockefeller and his im- 
mediate associates own the greater part 
of the stock. 


After Pierce’s Head, 
The Rockefellers are said to have de- 


creed that Pierce should be punished for 
the war that he has made .upon the 
parent corporation. As the Standard 
Oil Co. is not doing any business direct 
in Missouri now, and as the Waters 
Pierce Co. has practically a monopoly 
of the: business of-the -State- under the 
decree of the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri forbidding Standard Ol! to operate 
in this State, the Rockefellers are said 
to be eager to exercise the control of 
the corporation to which their stock 
ownership entitles them. 

The Waters Pierce company is cap- 
italized for $400,000, but the stock is sell- 
ing at $1350 a share. In the Hadley 
ouster suits H. Clay Pierce testified that 
the Waters Pierce company paid more 
than 600 per cent in annual dividends, 


The only way that Pierce can prevent 
Rockefeller and his associates from ex- 
ercising control of the corporation, if 
they desire to do so, is to enjoin the 
voting of fractional shares of Waters- 
Pierce stock. In the distribution of the 
Waters-Pierce stock, under the decree 
of the Supreme Court, some of the 
shares were split into millionths of 
parts. 

The Waters-Pieree interests contend 
that a fractional part of a share cannot 
be voted. The share of stock, they as- 
sert, is the recognized unit. The Wa- 
ters-Pierce interests may seek an injunc- 
tion to prevent the voting of fractional 
shares. 


Elder Pierce in New York. 
Pierce has been living in New York for 


several years. When he retired from 
the active management of the company 
he plaeed his son in the presidency. 

The Waters-Pierce company was or- 
dered by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri to divorce itself from Standard 
Oil or be ousted from the State for vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws. As the 
Standard owned 60 per cent of the stock 
the Waters-Pierce company found great 
difficulty in complying with the order 
of court. A threat was finally made 
that unless the Rockefeller interests 
ylelded control to the Pierce interests 
an injunction suit would be filed to re- 
strain Standard Oil from collecting div- 
idends or voting the stock it owned. 
This threat had the effect of forcing 
Standard Oil to yield the stock control 
to Waters-Pierce in order to receive 
dividends on the holdings. 

The stock owned by Standard Of] was 
placed in a trust, after the Missouri de- 
cision, where it was held until the decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court of the United 
States ordering a dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. After 
that decision the Waters-Pierce stock 
formerly owned by Standard was split 
up among the 6000 Standard Oil stock- 
holders.

Grade Crossing at Every Street. 
Chief Young Wednesday pointed out 
that the greatest number of accidents 
is reported from the North Market 
Street Station, and that there are more 
grade crossing in the district than 
in any other part of the city. The 
railroads running along the levee north 
traverse the district, and there is a 
grade crossing over every street be- 
tween Cass avenue and Bremen avenue, 
south and north boundaries of the dis- 

trict. 

The Angelica street district includes 
a continuation of these same lines, with 
grade crossings on every street hetween 
Bremen, the southern boundary, and 
Humboldt street, the northern. The to- 
tal number of accidents in these two 
districts is 11S, almost a third of the 


32, almost a third of the total for the 
city, while the total number of injured 
persons is 55, a little more than a fourth 
of the total mumber for the city.

“=I WEARS ROOSEVELT 
HELDOUTFACTSIN 
PANAMA REVOLT 


Post-Dispatch and New York 
World Correspondent Testi- 
fies in Canal Inquiry. 


INSPIRED 





WAR in: Us 2 
He Asserts This Government 
Bought Panama _ Archives 
Which Are Still in Paris.

reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Henry N. 


Hall, a staff correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World, con- 
tinued before the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs his testimony relative 
to the revolt of Panama from Colombia, 
which, he asserted, was planned in New 
York and Washington, the result being 
the acquisition by the United States of 


the Panama canal strip. The methods 
employed in this acquisition are being 
investigated by the committee. 

Hall told of incidents supposed to 
connect William Nelson Cromwell of 
New York with the fomenting of the 
revolt, Cromwell being the counsel of 
the New Panama Canal Company, which 
held the rights of the old De Lesseps 
company and which was vitally inter- 
ested in selling out to the United States 
and dissuading the latter from taking 
an entirely new route through Nic- 
aragua. 

Hall testified to the payment of $60,- 
000 by Cromwell to the Republican cam- 
paign fund in 1900, following which the 
route was changed in the Republican 
national platform from Nicaragua to 
Panama. He told of the alleged plans 


of Cromwell and his agents for car- 


rying out the carefully preconceived, 
New hogs revolution. 


Prepares for Revolt. 
Hall” tentihed’ that Capt. James R. 


Beers, freight agent and port captain 
for the Panama Railroad, acted as agent 
of Cromwell in the latter’s efforts to in- 
cit,» the revolution in Panama. Capt. 
Beers had come to the United States to 
confer with Cromwell on the revolution, 
he said. 
“Capt. Beers,’’ continued Hall, ‘‘acted 
as Mr. Cromwell's agent on the Isthmus. 
It was .through him that the revolution 
was fornented.”’ 
Hall then read from the records in the 
Navy Department to prove that the 
Secretary of-the Navy had given orders 
to our ships on the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific coasts to prepare for a revolution 
in Panama. He was asked by a member 
of the committee whether any money 
had been paid to encourage the revolu- 
tion. 
“There was $100,000 telegraphed by the 
New Panama Canal Co. to the instiga- 
tors of the revolution,”’ he replied. “And 
besides $100,000 was borrowed of the 
Bowling Green Trust Co. of New York 
City, on securities furnished by Mr. 
Cromwell.” 
Hall made the charge that President 
Roosevelt, in his correspondence sent 
to the Senate, bearing on the negotia- 
tions with the Republic of Colombia for 
the contro: of the Panama Canal strip, 
had failed to send all] the facts and pa- 
pers bearing on the subject. He put in 
evidence letters and cablegrams that 
passed between Amador and Arango, 
Panama officials, prior to the revolu- 
tion. These, he contended, sustained 
his assertion that the war was inspired 
in the United States. He also quoted 
from correspondence from the confiden- 
tial files of the Navy Department, but 
which, he said, was withheld from Con- 
gress under President Roosevelt’s or- 
ders. This, he said, threw light on the 
navy’s anxiety in the war-like prepara- 
tions. 
The witness declared that copies of the 
State Department’s secret code could be 
bought in Paris. 
Representative Levy of New York, 
who had taken the greatest interest in 
Hall's testimony, at this point calied up 
the State Department and _ inquired 
whether the official cipher could be in- 
cluded as 2 part of the record of the 
committee. He learned that since 1903 
the cipher had been changed for the 
Cepartment. The committee decided to 
rrint the entire correspondence and cail 
upon the officials of the State Depart- 
rient to translate the dispatches wiiich 
the witness asserted had been sup- 
pressed by Roosevelt. 

Story in Post-Dispatch, 
Hali read from a story printed in the 
lost-Dispatch of June 13, .903. of plans 
for a revolution in Panama which was 
scheduled to take place on Novy.

The detaiis of a story printed five 
r.onths in advance of the actual out- 
Lreak in Panama coincided in every re 
spect with what took place later 
The committee wanted to know if 
this story had been inspired by Crom- 
well after his visit to President Roose- 
velt. Hall replied that he had given 
the facts just as they had happened and 
the committee could draw its own con- 
clusions. 
Hall also pointed out that while the 
Government of the United States had 
naid $40,000,000 for all the property and 
technica! plans of the New Panama Ca- 


company, the archives had never come 
into possession of this country. 

They are carefully locked up in 4 
anfe In Paris, he asserted. These ar- 
chives contain the report of William 
Nelson Cromwell, dealing with his ne- 
gotiation arid operations from the time 
the Nicaragua route received favor- 
able attention at the Hands of Congress 
up to the time the Panama route was 


selected.

This is the record 
whereby Brandt was given a bad name 
in every place he worked before he 
came into the Schiff employment. Its 
falsity has been established by District 
Attorney Whitman.

Laughlin. It began by saying he made 
the report in pursuance of the Inspect- 
or’s orders of April 1. 

In a letter dated March 30, four days 
before the Woolridge report was writ- 
ten, Gans wrote to McLaughlin saying 
the Woolridge report is ‘‘all right,’’ or 
words to that effect.

Appearing before the Stanley Steel Trust In- 
vestigating Committee, personally and also offi- 
cially as the Great Northern Railroad and the Lake 
Superior company, he qgonfessed officially to re- 
straint of trade, liable to the penalties of several 
acts, including the Sherman act, jail sentence and 
all. : 

Being officially the Great Northern Railroad, 
because he controlled a majority of its stock, he 
arranged a deal between himself personally and 
the Steel Trust in the usual way in which law is 
violated when the public is to be subjected to ex- 
tortion and stockholders robbed. This, involving 
monopoly transfer of great bodies of fron lands 
holding 500,000,000 tons of ore, to the Steel Trust 
would have made him personally a millionaire

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R ye Bread—Two cups 

one teaspoonful salt, two table- 
spoonfuls sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
shortening, from one-third to three 
whole yeast cakes, one-half cup luke- 
warm water, four cups rye flour, enough 
wheat flour to knead. 

Use the compressed yeast cakes which 
come done up in tin foil paper. They 
must be fresh to insure good bread. 
These yeast cakes are carried by the 
mail so that people living in remote 
places may have fresh yeast when it is 
desired, by leaving a standing order 
with some good grocer or baker. 

The yeast should always be dissolved 
in lukewarm milk or water. If too hot, 
the yeast plants will be killed. 

The milk should be scalded in a double 
boiler before using, then allowed to cool 
to lukewarm. Milk ts scalded when tiny 
bubbles appear around the sides of the 
dish. 

When the milk is lukewarm, mix with 
the yeast cake and other ingredients 
and knead at once into a loaf. Allow 
to double its size, then shape into 
loaves or rolls and allow to rise again. 
It is important to mold rye bread as 
soon as it is light and bake as soon as 
the loaves are nearly double in size. 
If this is not done,. the bread will be 
coarse grained, crumbly and will fall. 
The length of time required for this 
bread to rise depends upon the number 
of yeast cakes used.

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drops of tabasca sauce, % cup 
mushrooms (chopped), 1 tablespoonful 
vinegar, % box gelatin or 1 ounce, % 
cup cold water. 

Cook together all but the gelatin and 
vinegar for 15 minutes, then add the 
\inegar, next the gelatin softened in 
cold water. Strain and .mould as de- 
sired. This jelly is used for a garnish 
or for a salad, serve on lettuce leaf 
with French or boiled dressing as de- 
sired.—(Woman's World.)
